I was fo pre- 
poflefled in Favour of that learned Gentleman’s good Opi- 
nion of Liberty, and it’s Concomitant the Pre/s, that I be- 
lieved it almolt impoffible any thing could come from his 
Pen, to impeach either the one or the other ; and therefore 
(1 jpeak it upon Honour ) I fupprefied feveral piquant Letters,

Unhappy 
maft that Advocate be, who accufes while he means to de- 
fend, and hangs the Client he endeavours to fave ! but more 
unhappy he, who, endued with good Senfe and Learning 
himflf, entrufts his Defence to the unfkilful Hand of a 
ridicul’d Buffoon ! The Circumftance of having alter’d the 
Sentiments in the Perfiam Letters, before the Author had 
entered on Preferment, is very unadvifedly urg’d, and tends 
inno wife to difculpate him ; but the clofing Paragraph of 
the Defence, is fufficient to convict him, beyond Contra- 
dition, in the Mind of every ingenuous Man ; for, *tis no- 
torious, no Book(eller would prefume to make fuch an Al- 
teration, as the Vindicator unwarrantably lays to his Charge, 
or any Alteration whatfoever in the Works of an Author 
of fach Diftin€tion efpecially) after they had been once 
publihed, without his fpecial Direftion. I am forry there. 
fore to find, that Argument, Inference and Application, 
wmbine to form a violent Prefumption againft him, if he

The Proceedings of the Court of Criticifm, Jately held be- 
fore the worfbipful Fudge Trot-Plaid, at Turncoat- 
Tavern near Punch’s Opera, concerning one Letter to the 
Tories, and. tavo Letters to the Whigs. 


HE Court being opened, and the Judge Bar-gown'd 

out in his Seat, with a rveful Face, a hanging Look, 
iid a Bacco protuberating under Lip, confulting feveral 
Volumes which lay at his Peet with great Attention, par- 
‘cularly the Life of the renowned Yonathan Wild, his 
Fiend and Affociate, wrote by his own Worfhip; the neweft 
Uition of the Perfian Letters wrote by oneSiiim Siim, 





and the Letter to the Yories ditto, doubled down at the 
Place where fanguinary Laws are advifed, with many other 
Tras which are now in the Hands of very few befides their 
own Authors and their difappointed Bookfellers, the 
Second and Third Letters to the Whigs were brought to the 
Bar, and the Court proveeded to hear Evidence. 

Nobody being {worn, on The Objfervations on the Converficn 
and Apoftl/bip, &c. declared, that having, with great Griet 
and Pain of Mind, read thé faid arraigned Lerters, he 
found their Scurrilities and Reafonings fo below Anybody’s 
Notice, that he publifhed an Anfwer to them in a kind of 
a Paper call’d the Facobite Fournal; which, being feldom 
read, as coming minifterially dull from the Hands of a 
Raree Shew Writer, who, like his Paymafler, the Author 
of the Per/an Letters, had alternately wrote for and againit 
the Government, and with equal Truth and Abilities, — 
he, the faid invifible Nobody, had thought fit to re-publiih 





his faid Anfwer ina Daily NewsPaper, formerly wrote by | 
| Triennial Parliaments were frequently brought into the 


the faid Raree-Shewman's own Hand, which, like the reit 
of his Works, feldom iurvivesa Day ; which An{wer pur- 
ported, that his * Excellency, the moft excellent Sprim 
Sui, did not write the Letter to the Jori¢s. 

To which the Counfel for the Prifoners replied, that No- 
body would believe what Nobody afferted : But the invifible 
Witnefs went on, endeavouring to prove, that, from the 
Matter contained in the faid Letter, it was impoffible to 
believe, that the exce/len¢ Sevis Stim had wrote it. 

This the Countcl for the Prifoners refuted, by producing 
parallel Paflages from the Perfian Letters, expre(s'd almott 
in the very fame Words with the Sentiments in the Letter 

‘to the Tories; fo that this lucklefs Piece of Inferential Evi- 
dence was rejected. 

Nobody proceeded however, and averr'd further, that the 
altered Edition of the Perfian Letters, was, to his certain 
Knowledge, mangled by the Author before he came into 
his Majefly’s Service. 

To this the Counfel on the other Side anfwer'd, that all 
the World knew that the exced/ent Stt.im Si.im was very 
far from fer ving his Majefly befote the Year 44; but ob- 
ferved, that, if Nobody's faid Affertion proved any thing, 
it proved ftill greater Difingenuity on the faid excelent Per- 
Jon, who, on his own Shewing, appears to have continued 
in Oppofition, tho’ he had changed his Opinion concerning 
it, and confequently that it was evident, that he did not 
leave Optofition becaufe he thought it wrong, but becaufe 
he expeéted Preferment by fo doing. 

Here the Judge was obferved to wince a little, as tho’ 
he deemed all Refleétions on changing Sides, for lucrative 
Ends, as fo many Satires on himfelf; however, after catt- 
ing a rucful Countenance on the Prifoner’s Counfel, and 
muttering fomething about the Cafe he had drawn up as to 
Aylefoury and Buckingham, he dirc&ted the Evidence to 
proceed. 

Nobody then depofed, that. the excellent Sei.im Sum 
never had a Hand in a private Printing-Prefs ; but, being 
crofs-examined as toa private Prefs fet up at a great Houle 
in Bloomfbury-Square, he coloured a little, and endeavour'd 
to explain away this Part of his Evidence, by admitting it 
was true, that the excellent Perfon had wrote for that fame

private Prefs; but that he had never printed any thing with 
his own Hands. 

Then Nobody declared, that his Fxce//oncy never wrote or 
countenanced any immoral or fcurrilous Writings ; bet, on 
the contrary, is and always was a mighty good Sort of 
Man, quite a good Creature, and, tho’ he was a little dit- 
poled to Free- Thinking in his Youth, he never meant any 
Farm by it; that he was grown molt Apoflolically pious, 
and, tho’ he might write now and then fome Ballads fill, 
yet they were all fet to P/a/m Tuner, and, fince he was 
forced to give over his Defign againft the Prefs, he was at 
leait determined to get an A& of Parliament to oblige every 
body to go to Church on Swadays, which he hoped would 
teach Folks to {peak better of their Neighbours ; That all 
his Acquaintance well know, that what Libels he may 
have wrote formerly were perfelly barmde/i and inofinfrve, 
as feveral Perfons, againit whom they were wrote, have 
fince very candidly acknowledged ; that, tho’ Bills for 


Houfe while that excellent Perfor figured it away in the 
Oppofition, and though he always voted with the Ofpo/iteon, 
yet he never was for Triennial Parliaments.-— 

Here the Judge tipt the Wink upot him to bring him 
to, and mollify’d his Evidence, by fuppofing the Deponent 
meant, that his Exced/ency was never for them in bis Heart, 
Yes! yzes! your Worfbip, that's right! quo! the Deponent. 

Laftly, Nobody declar’d, that the Letter-Writer to the 
Whigs, has afcribed to the Rivht Excellent Serim Siim, 
an Opinion which he makes Somet ody anfwer; but the 
Counfel for the Prifoner obferving, that that Anfwer might 
be inferted only to palliate the Shockingnefs of the pre- 
ceding Principle, and that it was impoflible to know under 
which Opinion his Exce//ency delivered his real Sentiments, 
and that therefore their Aujwer amounted to nothing at 
all; and they further obje&ed againft the Deponeni’s nepa- 
tive kind of Evidence from firft to laft, and infiiled on his 
withdrawing : Whereupon the Judge declared it was a moct 
Point, which he was not fo clear in as he was in the Law 
of Jeforming- Evidence againtt the Prefs; however, he told 
the Deponent, that, for a Negative Evidence, he had done 
pretty well. 

Nobody then was ordered to withdraw, but being afkd 
what he had to fay for a certain high M***r, men- 
tioned in the Third Letter to the Whigs, he aniwered, 
Oh, ho! we came in to fhare with him, not to defend him: 
But Ill tell you what, continued he, the laft Fdition of 
the Perfian Letters had a wrong Date put to it by the 

Jook{eller, nobody can tell why or wherefore. The TJ ucge 
would fain have admitted this as F vidence, but was broughe 
down to Order, as it was too general, and that the Depo- 
nent, not being properly inftracted, could not fix it upon 
any particular Perfon; and an Appeal being made to the 
Judge’s own Experience, whether it was not a Rule among 
the Bookfellers never to alter an Author's Works without 
his Confent, the Evidence was over-rul'd. 

The Fidze then fummed up the Evidence, and obfery'd 
afterwards, that Nobody took the Hint ot dignifying Seiim 
Siim as an excellent Perfon from him ; and that the j’ublic 
ought to regard him as fuch, for that, to his own Know- 
ledge, he was become, not only an excellent Paymajler, but 
an excellent So//icitor too, in that he and his Friends had 
procured him much better Pay, by way of aveckly Sriper®, 











than he had when he wrote for them in the Oppoftion ; and 
that he got more at prefent by the dulleft Periosmanees, than 
he did formerly by the livelieit: That thefe Gentlemen were 
of fuch exemplary Humility, that when 4e could not, and 
nobody elfe would, write Pant gyrics on them, they con- 
defcended to write a few on themfelves: ‘That the Author 
of the Letters to the Whigs was a very wicked Perfon, and 
had fpoiled the Defign on the Prefs; but however, fince 

«that Projeét had mitcarried, they had ftolen a Hint from 
the Tatlers, and fet up this fame Court of Critici/m 5 which, 
tho’ ic Mill fubfilts, yet it fucceeds but very ill, for very 
few attends it, where he is often obliged to act as Judge, 
Jury, Witnefs and Suitor; and that every body, when they 
ice his learned Decifions abroad, cenfure them with as much 
Freedom as they had damned fo many of his Plays, fo 
ferve to no other Parpofe than to make what he condemns 
the more read and approved. 

That the only Scheme which had made it’s Way, ex- 
cept the Patrons getting into Places, was the Bill againft 
the K® and the ]%es, which had fuch a furprizing Effeét, 
as to furnith the Adepts in the noble Science of Furtivica- 
tion, in and about London, with a Hint to petition the 
#eee for the father and more effeétual obttrudting and 
defeating Jutlice, to remove the Old Baily and Tyburn, 
thofe ‘Terrors to all ingenious Minds! far diitant into the 
Northern Extremities ot Northumberland. Laltly, that he 
had the Pleafure to obferve & the Court, that his Patron 
had very well deferved the public Applaute, for their great 
Refolution and Spirit in ——— acquiring Places and keeping 
them ; and therefore he dire€ted the Auditory, for the future, 
not to attend fo much to the defending of their Patrons as 
to the comm nding them; and that they muft be fore al- 
ways to fpeak of his Right Excellency, the excellent SELIM 
Siim, asa mof? excellent Perjon; and, for that Purpofe, 
vecommended to their Imitation, his own Nobody Defence of 
him in the exceléent Jacobite Fonrnal ; and fo dilmiffed the 
Court. 

From the Bench his Worfhip adjourned to infpe& his 
other Care, the Puppet Shew; and, having wrote an Ad- 
vertifement-Invitaton for the Ladies of the Town to breahkfa/t 
with hin at Seven in the Evening next Day, he received 

his appropriated Fee of a Crown-Piece, out of the common 
ate for his ‘l'rouble ; and, taking Leave of Mr. Punch, 
he proceeded with his Wife, in her long Riding-Hood, to 
the Playhoule, where, infifling his Privilege of a damn'd 
Poct fhould extend to her, the Boxkeeper had the Audacity, 
not only to difallow his Claim, but endeavoured to face him 
downright out of his conjugal Capacity, by averring fhe was 
‘ his Maid. ‘This o¢cafion'd a high Difpute, wherein the 
Boxkeeper, in the Heat of his Zeal for the Truth, appeal’d 
to a Stander-by, who, from his own perfonal Knowlcdge 
of them, declared, like Sir Roger de Coverley, with great 
Troth, that such might be fard on both Sides; as on this 
Point there hung a ‘Tale.

Latt Wednefday Night there was a grand Mafquerade at 
Leicetter Houfe, for the Entertainment of the young Princes 
and Princeffes, the Supper was divided into three Tables, 
viz. one of 60 Dithes for his Royal Highnefs the Prince of 
Wales; one of 20 Dithes for Prince George, and one of 
16 Dithes for the Princefs Augufta, at which were prefent 
a great Number of the Nobility, Foreign Minifters, Gen- 
try, &c. 

We hear from Dublin, that a few Days before his Excel- 
lency the Lord Harrington left that Place he went in Procef- 
fion to Clontarf, and laid the firft Stone of the Charter 
School, intended to be ereéted near that Place. They alfo 
inform us, that the Society have come to a Refolution to 
give 51. to any Perfon brought up in the Charter Schools 
on the Day of their Marriage, provided He or She marry 
a Proteftant, and produce a Certificate thereof, to the Sa- 
tisfaétion of the Committee appointed for that Purpofe. 

We hear, feveral fmall Ships of War are ordered directly 
to the Coaft of Holland, to prevent any defigns the French 
may form again{ft Zealand. 

Monday Mr. Alderman Gafcoigne and Mr, Alderman 
Davis, the two Sheriffs of this City, eld their annual Feaft, 
call’d the Calf’s Head Feaft, at the Horn Tavern in New- 
Palace-Yard, Weltminfter, where fifty-two Calves Heads 
were dreffed different Ways for their Entertainment. 

Laft Monday the Poll clofed for Knight of the Shire for 
the County of ty tay tom when Valentine Knightly, 
Eig; was declared duly ele&ted, by a Majority of 146. 

Friday 7-Night Robert Right, Efq; Coroner of the 
County of Midalefex, attended by the Counfellors Robinfon 
and Garnon, on Behalf of the Crown, held an Inqueft to 
enquire into the Caufe of the Death of the late Capt. Daw- 
fon; when after a {tri€t Examination of Witnefles, and it 
appeared that Captain Dawfon had no Second, the Jury, 
found Captain Laverick and Mr. Prifwick his Second, both 
guilty of murdering Captain Dawfon. Captain Laverick 
is in a fair Way of Recovery, and a Guard fet over him; 
and Mr. Prifwick i¢ committed to New-Prifon. 

Wednefday the Seffions began at the Old Baily, when 29 
Prifoners were tried. 

Judith Butler, alias Archer, was capitally convicted, for 
robbing her Mafter Mr. Finchley of 281. 

Nineteen were caft for Tranfportation, and eight acquited. 

John Taylor was brought to the Bar, and upon his Ar- 
raignment pleaded Guilty to the Indiétment; but feveral 
favourable Circumftances being offer’d in Behalf of the Pri- 
foner, the Court was pleafed (at the Requeft of Mrs. Bar- 
ham and Mrs. Fofter) to recommend him as an Object of 
his Majefty’s Mercy. 

Thurfday 25 Prifoners were tried at the Old Bailey, when 
Thomas Fores was found guilty of Bigamy. 

Fourteen were caft for Tranfportation, (among whom 
was Jeremiah Levi, for robbing the Synagogue) and ten 
acquitted. 

aft Saturday as a Man was digging on Tower-Hill, he 
came to the Foundation of fome old Buildings, which are 
fuppofed to have been buried ever fince the Ditch was made 
round the Tower, which was done by William Longcham, 
Bifhop of Ely, Chancellor of England, in the Year 1190, 
the Second Year of King Richard I. 

Laft Week the Body of the Jew, who was hung in Irons, 
near Stamford Hill Turnpike, for the Murder of Captain 
Johns in Houndfditch fome Time fince, was taken down, 
as is fuppofed by fome of his Gang, and carried quite off. 

Friday 7-Night a Perfon well drefied was found dead, 
with his Neck diflocated, near Cheam in Surry, and his 
Horfe grazing about two Hundred Yards from him. He 
was carried to a Public Houfe, where he was foon owned ; 
and proved to be Mr. Knight, a Malfter at Beezley, about 
five Miles from Petersfied, in Hamphhire. 

They write from Wantage in Berkjhire, that the Dif- 
temper among the Horned Cattle is lately broke out in the 
Vale of White-horfe; a Tenant of Lord Barrington’s at 
Becket has lofi g Cows and 3 Calves, and feveral others at 
Compton, Uffington, &c. All poflible Care is taken to 
prevent it’s fpreading in that Vale, where there are fome of 
the largeft Dairies in England. 

Yefterday fe'nnight died, at his Lodging at Sydenham, 
one Mr. Hufley, neds a Farmer at Crawford in Kent, 
aged 116 Years, ‘The manner of his Life was curious and 
remarkable, he having lived on Balm Tca fweetned with 
Iioney for his Breaktaft, and,Pudding for his Dinner, up- 
wards of fifty Years. He retained his Memory and Senfes 
to the laft. 

A few Days fince died, after a fhort Ellnefs, at Hagley- 
Hall in Worceflerthire, the Lady of Sir - Lyttleton, 
Bart. She was Sifter tothe prefent Lord Vifcount Cobham, 
and formerly Maid of Honour to Queen Anne. 

We hear that Robert Wilfon and William Pope, who 
were capitally convicted at the laft Affizes for the County 
of Surry, for a Robbery on the Highway, will be executed 
on Tuefday next at Croydon 











Monday laft Mr. Hanman, a Silk Throwfter 
End, was attack’d on Epping Forett by a fingle 
man; who robb'd him of 25 Guineas, his Gold 
and fome Silver. 

By the Lifbon Mail which arrived laft Tuefday, af 
Paffage of Seventeen Days, we have the following Advicu 
viz. that on the 27th ult. his Majefty’s Ships, Kagle a 
Windfar, ariived at Lifbon from a Cruize, as did the De

of the French and Spanifh Ships. Capt. Rodney gave Ca 
Dottin an Account, that the Eagle and Windfor had boa 
Chafed off Cape St. Viucent by tix of the Spanith Men of 
War, who having feen the Fleet fafe out to Sea, were 
returning to Cadiz.

Dublin, April iz. Tuefday laft died the Right Hon. 
William St. Laurence, Baron of Howth in the County of 
Dublin. Theancient Family, from which this noble Lord 
was defcended, were created Barons of Howth in the Year 
1461, the fecond Edward IV. and originally named 
Trittam, ‘till on St. Laurence’s Day, one of them having 
the Command of an Army againft the Danes, near Clon- 
tarf, made a Vow to that Saint, that if he got the Vidory, 
he and his Potterity, in Honoor thereof, would bear the 
Name of St. Laurence, which accordingly happened, an¢ 
the Sword wherewith he fought, is faid to be now hanging 
up in the great Hall at Howth. And what is very remark- 
able in this Family, is, that the Eftate they now enjoy, 
has been in their Poffeffion thefe 550 Years, without the 
leaft Increafe or Diminution, during which Time there 
never was an Attainder in it, nor did the Eftate or Title 
ever defcend toa Minor, ‘till the prefent Time, his Lordthip 
being fucceeded by his elder Son Thomas, now in his Mi- 
nority. 





FOREIGN AFFATIRS,. 


LOW COUNTRIES. 

Hague, April13.O.S8. Weare taking new Precautions 
for the Defence of Zealand, upon the Receipt of freth Ad- 
vices from Flanders, that M. Lage, Chef d’Efcadre, is cat- 
rying on his Preparations for a Defcent on one of the Illes 
of that Province, and that he had promifed Marfhal Sax¢ 
to effe€tuate it fome Time in May. Our News from Maet- 
tricht is but indifferent ; the French are pufhing on theit 
Attacks with great Vigor, and are as yet as vigoroully ft- 
puls’d ; but as the Garrifon are in Want of feverai Necel- 
faries for the maintaining a long Siege, the French mutt be 
Matters of the Place in lefs than a Month.
